matters of defence, otc. It was 
British brainy’ and initiative that 
developed it from the barren rock 
that It was for centuries Into a 
prosperous and beautiful Island, 
port and commercial centre. ‘There 
may be anomalics in Britlsh law; 
cortam members of its Government 
and police forees may be open to 
chargea of incfficioncy, petty cor- 
ruption or’ bribe-taking- Bu} law 
and order, justice, a stable cur- 
reney and all the other features of 
a modern, civilised community pro- 
vail here to o greater oxtent than 
they do in Ching today.

The Navy was not specific 
but It was assumed that the 
delay is caused by a- desire to 
evaluate the . findings of the 
Bikini atom bomb .tests. Vice- 
Admiral E&. GL, Cochrane, chief 
of the. Bureau of Ships, dis- 
closed that addittonally the 
Navy has ordered o slow-down 
in the ship-building programme 
og part of the ovorall, govern~ 
ment economy drive. 

The delivery of six ships, in-

destroyer tender, two destroyer 
escorts and an LST, now being 
built ‘at four Naval shipyards, 
will be delayed foy a year.
